Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  .rural  district  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1968. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
district  as  at  June  1968,  was  23,710.  In  estimating  the  population, 
the  Registrar  General  states  that  account  has  been  taken  on  the  final 
figures  produced  by  the  Census  carried  out  in  April  1961,  and  also  the 
10fo  sample  Census  carried  out  in  1966. 

To  allow  for  the  calculation  of  valid  Birth  and  Death  rates 
the  Registrar  General  provided  a figure  of  27,390  as  a weighted  average 
of  the  mid-year  population  of  the  area  as  constituted  before  and  after 
the  change  of  boundary  which  took  place  during  the  year.  This  figure 
has  been  used  in  calculating  the  birth  and  death  rates,  although  not 
agreeing  with  the  published  official  population  figure  for  mid  1968. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year 

was  421, 


Deaths  occurring  in  1968  amounted  to  317  (i<?e0  I65  males 
and  132  females). 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  were  71.  This  represents 
22 9hf0  of  the  total  deaths  registered  and  lung  cancer  was  classed  as 
being  responsible  for  14  deaths.  Heart  diseases  caused  84  deaths, 
that  is  26.1^  of  the  total  deaths  registered,  and  vascular  lesions 
caused  33  deaths,  11,0$  of  the  total. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18.0  for  England  and  Wales 
was  again  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country.  This  general 
trend  however  was  not  reflected  in  this  area  with  a rate  of  28.5  per 
thousand  live  births . 

A total  of  6l  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were 
recorded  during  the  year,  made  up  as  follows ; 38  Measles,  5 Scarlet 

Fever,  3 Pneumonia,  4 Tuberculosis  Respiratory,  2 Tuberculosis  Nan- 
Respiratory,  6 Whooping  Cough,  1 Erysipelas  and  2 Dysentery. 

The  only  important  piece  of  new  legislation  which  concerned  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  19  68, 
under  which  were  made  the  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968. 
They  came  into  force  on  the  1st  October,  1968,  and  as  far  as  the  rural  district 
is  concerned  the  main  amendments  relate  to  the  notification  of  infectious 
diseases  and  food  poisoning.  Certain  diseases,  namely  •- 

Acute  influenzal  pneumonia,  acute  primary  pneumonia.,  acute 
rheumatism.  Erysipelas,  Membranous  croup.  Puerperal  pyrexia 

no  longer  need  to  be  notified  by  the  medical  practitioners.  The  Regulations 
also  extend  the  power  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  vaccinate  or  immunise 
contacts  of  persons  suffering  from  certain  infectious  diseases,  and  gives  him 
extended  powers  for  dealing  with  infected  persons  and  contacts  for  the  purpose 
of  preventing  the  spread  of  infection. 
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I am  again  pleased  to  report  that  further  "Health  Education" 
lectures  were  given  in  I.968,  Further  details  are  given  in  Mr,  Stanworth* s 
section  of  the  report,  hut  for  myself  I wish  to  say  how  we  gladly  accept 
any  invitations  to  give  talks  or  lectures  to  any  type  or  size  of  audience. 

The  use  of  visual  aids  i,e,  films  and  film  strips  certainly  add  to  the 
presentation, 

I have  once  again,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  to  place  on  record 
my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  for  their  sympathetic  consideration  of 
proposals  laid  before  them  during  the  year.  I have  also  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  the  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  and  District 
Nurses  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  their  support  and  assistance,  and 
in  particular  to  the  staff  of  my  Department  for  the  amount  of  extra  clerical 
work  involved  in  the  transfer  of  part  of  the  district  to  Derby  County  Borough 
Council  under  the  Derby  Order,  1968,  carried  out  in  addition  to  the  usual 
routine  work  of  the  year.

PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  COMPOSITION  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Rural  District  of  Belper  lies  in  the  south  of  Derbyshire  and 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of  Matlock  and  the  Chesterfield 
Rural  District,  on  the  south  by  the  County  Borough  of  Derby,  the  South  East 
Derbyshire  Rural  District  and  the  Repton  Rural  District,  on  the  east  by 
Urban  Districts  of  Alfreton,  Ripley,  Heanor  and  Ilkeston  Borough,  and  on  the 
west  by  the  Wirksworth  Urban,  and  Ashbourne  Rural  Districts,,  The  altitude 
of  the  area  varies  considerably  from  170  O.D.  at  Duffield  in  the  south 
to  1,000  0„D.  in  the  north  at  Ashleyhay0  The  River  Derwent  entering  the 
rural  district  at  Lea  Wood  on  the  260  feet  contour,  flows  from  north  to 
south  dividing  the  area  fairly  equally  into  east  and  west.  The  eastern 
parishes  are  where  the  industries  are  found  and  the  residential  and 
agricultural  parishes  are  sited  chiefly  on  the  west  bank  of  the  river,, 

A circle  of  approximately  10  miles  radius,  struck  from  the  Council 
Offices,  enclose^  the  2b  parishes  which  are  under  the  Council's  administration. 

Representation  on  the  Rural  District  Council  varies,  one  parish 
sending  three  councillors  and  in  another  instance  one  representative  sits 
for  two  parishes.  The  total  representation  is  28  councillors. 

PRINCIPAL  LOCAL  INDUSTRIES 


The  principal  local  industries  are  Glazed  Pipe  making, Light  Weight 
Building  Aggregate  Blocks,  Wire  Drawing 9 Colour  Pigment  Manufacture,  Pottery 
and  China  Ware  making  and  decoration,  Agriculture,  and  Cotton  Knitwear 
manufacturing.  A large  Industrial  Estate  has  developed  over  the  last  four 
years  known  as  the  Heanor  Gate  Industrial  Estate  and  at  the  end  of  1 968 
twelve  different  types  of  factories  and  work  places  had  been  established 
and  two  others  were  in  the  process  of  being  built.

The  Crude  Death  Rate  therefore  stands  at  11.5  per  1,000  population. 

This  figure  must  he  multiplied  by  the  area  comparability  factor  supplied  by  the  1 
Registrar  G-eneral  to  make  allowances  for  the  way  in  which  sex  and  age  distributi 
of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

In  addition  the  death  rate  comparability  factor  has  been  adjusted  specifically  I 
to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institution  in  each  area. 

When  the  crude  death  rate  is  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  comparability  I 
factor,  it  is  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or  with  I _ 
the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area. 


The  Comparability  Factor  for  this  area  is  1.01  and  the  Crude 
Death  Rate  when  multiplied  by  the  Factor,  gives  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.6.  1 

Cancer  was  responsible  for  71  deaths  (35  Males  and  Females), 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  was  classed  as  responsible  for  35  deaths, 
(12  Males  and  23  Females),  and  Ischaemic  heart  disease  caused  66  deaths. 

Taking  all  heart  no s eases  together  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  these 


diseases  was  8k  (47  Males  and  37  Females).

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  report  that  there  was  1 death  from 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  It  had  beer,  hoped  that  the  1966  figure  of  no 
Tuberculosis  deaths  coula  nave  been  repeated.  In  addition  there  were  4 other 
notifications  of  people  suffering  from  this  disease. 

The  importance  of  early  diagnosis  of  Tuberculosis  by  making  use 
of  the  free  X-Ray  Mobile  Clinics  from  time  to  time  cannot  be  emphasised  any 
more  clearly.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES, 


A total  cf  6l  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year.  This  decrease  of  iflC  is  explained  (a)  the  fact  that  1568  was 
not  a peak  measles  year;  and  (b)  the  loss  of  Allestree  and  Barley  Abbey 
parishes  to  Derby  County  Borough  under  the  Derby  Order,  1968c 

MEASLES. 


38  cases  we re  notified;  again  the  5“9  year  group  had  the  most 
notifiable  cases  (12), 

There  are  still,  on  average,  80  deaths  a year  ascribed  to  measles. 

This  is  about  three  times  the  number  of  deaths  from  whooping  cough  ana. 

about  twice  the  annual  deaths  from  typhoid,  dysentery,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria 

poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  added  together. 

In  an  average  epidemic  year  more  than  half  a million  notified  cases 
of  measles  may  be  expected  in  England  and  Wales,  This  would  mean  that  about 
35 ,000  patients  might  be  expected  to  have  serious  complications  and  over  6,000 
be  admitted  to  hospital.  Of  the  complications  over  2,000  would  be  neurological 
including  some  600  cases  of  encephalitis;  20,000  would  affect  the  respiratory 
tract  and  13,000  the  middle  ear. 

Vaccination,  if  done  on  a large  scale,  could  produce  a substantial 
reduction  in  the  incidence  of  measles  in  this  country.  Such  a reduction 
would  undoubtedly  lighten  the  burden  placed  on  family  doctors  and  parents, 
especially  in  an  epidemic  year,  when  approximately  half  a million  cases  occur.” 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

5 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified. 

PNEUMONIA. 

There  were  3 notifications  of  this  disease,  one  5-9  year  old, 
one  23  years  and  over,  and  one  age  unknown, 

TUBERCULOSIS  RESPIRATORY, 

4 cases  were  notified,  1 in  March,  1 in  April,  1 in  June  and 
1 in  Oetoberj  3 cases  were  in  the  25  and  over  age  group  and  the  other  one 
in  the  10-14  age  group.  Notifications  related  to  patients  living  in  Denby  (l), 
Duffieid  ( l) , and  Holbrook  (2). 

TUBERCULOSIS  NON-RE SPIRAT OR Y. 

2 cases  were  notified  this  year  as  compared  with  3 last  }rear. 
all  relating  to  patients  in  the  over  25  year  age  group.  The  patients  resided 
in  Duffieid  (l)  and  Horsley  (i). 

WHOOPING-  COUGH. 

6 cases  were  notified  this  year  as  compared  with  20  last  year. 
ERYSIPELAS. 


I case  of  Erysipelas  was  notified.  It  should  be  noted  that  since 
the  1st  October  this  disease  is  now  no  longer  notifiable. 

DYSENTERY.

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered  by 
the  Chest  Physicians  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  on  the 
other,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scneme  administered

Mr.  Cha:  man,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  my  Axmual  Report  on  the  work  undertaken  by  the 
Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1968. 

Several  schemes  of  new  sewers  were  completed  during  the  year,  and 
although  other  schemes  are  urgently  required  and  in  varying  stages  of 
preparation,  one  of  the  most  pressing  problems  is  the  need  to  improve  the 
effluents  from  existing  sewage  disposal  works*  The  Eastern  parishes  scheme 
for  the  enlargement  of  the  Kilburn  outfall  works  and  acceptance  there  of  sewage 
from  Holbrook,  Smalley  and  Horsley  Woodhouse,  would  close  down  three  small  works. 
This  would  eliminate  the  present  unsatisfactory  effluents  and  permit  further 
building  development. 

The  number  of  house  owners  applying  for  grants  towards  the  cost  of 
improving  their  properties  has  continued  to  increase.  The  provision  of  the 
basic  amenities  allowed  for  under  a standard  grant  is  a very  desirable  target 
for  all  houses,  and  perhaps  the  additional  financial  incentives  as  proposed  in 
the  new  Housing  Bill,  will  further  encourage  owners  to  take  advantage  of  the 
assistance  available. 

The  workmen  employed  on  refuse  collection  and  pail  closet  and  cesspool 
emptying  have  maintained  a reasonable  service  and  very  few  justifiable 
complaints  have  been  received.  Some  householders  do  not  accept  that  the 
workmen  are  entitled  to  usual  holidays,  or  expect  a surplus  of  labour  within 
the  Department  to  take  care  of  every  emergency  of  absence  due  to  illness  or 
slight  dislocation  of  service  due  to  holidays. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  to  be  emptied  weekly  is  on  the  decline , 
but  the  number  of  cesspools  to  be  emptied  increases.  House  building 
occasionally  takes  place  where  no  public  sewer  is  provided,  involving  new 
cesspools  and  septic  tanks,  and  a number  of  private  drainage  disposal  plants 
for  single  houses  have  been  installed  at  existing  houses  with  the  assistance  of 
improvement  grants.  Many  of  these,  by  reason  of  their  size  and  position,  take 
a considerable  amount  of  time  in  emptying  and  disposing  of  their  contents  at  the 
nearest  reasonable  point  of'  discharge  to  a public  sewer. 

The  usual  procedure  has  been  followed  in  connection  with 
the  complaints  as  to  the  condition  of  certain  items  of  food,  by  way  of  a 
follow-up  with  the  retailer,  distributor,  and  manufacturer.  No  serious 
complaints  were  received  regarding  any  large  quantities  of  food  but  individual 
consumers’  complaints  were  usually  satisfactorily  resolved,  and  no  serious 
negligence  came  to  light. 
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Pood  hygiene  education  is  an  important  branch  of  the  Department's 
work,  as  well  as  the  more  general  environmental  health  education  policy 
practiced  by  the  Council's  Inspectors  in  various  ways.  The  formal  and 
informative  talks  given  to  local  organisations  and  schools  is  supplemented 
by  the  dissemination  of  useful  information  during  their  visits  to  the  various 
premises  and  establishments  throughout  the  course  of  normal  duties. 

I appreciate  the  support  given  to  me  by  the  Council  in  endeavouring 
to  provide  reasonably  efficient  services,  and  also  thank  the  other  officers 
of  the  Council,  particularly  the  members  of  the  Health  Department,  for 
their  assistance  and  support  during  the  past  year.

SCAVENGING. 


The  whole  of  the  Council1’ s district  is  covered  by  the  direct 
labour  scheme  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse , the  emptying  of  pail 
closets,  and  the  emptying  of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks* 

On  the  transfer  of  the  parishes  of  Allestree  and  Darley  Abbey, 
and  part  of  Quarndcn,  to  the  Borough  of  Derby,  very  little  re-arrangement 

was  requiredc  Two  complete  teams  were  almost  wholly  responsible  for  the 

house  refuse  collection  for  the  transferred  area,  and  two  driver-loaders 
and  eight  refuse  collectors  were  transferred  workmen*  There  was  practically 
no  pail  closet  and  cesspool  emptying  involved  in  the  transferred  area* 

A reciprocal  arrangement-  has  been  made  for  the  collection  from  a small  number 
of  premises  on  the  boundary  where  it  is  more  convenient  for  the  vehicle  to 
cross  the  boundary. 

H o ,?e  Refuse  Collection* 

The  area  is  now  divided  into  five  districts  for  the  purpose  of 
-se  refuse  collection*  A team  of  four  collectors  in  Duffield  and  Quamdon, 
id  two  men  only  collect  throughout  the  Western  Parishes*  Both  these  vehicles 

are  housed  at  the  Duffield  depot*  Two  teams,  of  five  men  each,  work  from 

tne  Kilbum  Depot,  one  covering  Holbrook,  Kilbum  and  parts  of  Horsley  and 
Deriby,  and  the  other  covering  the  remainder  of  Horsley  and  Deriby,  Horsley 
Woodhouse,  Smalley,  Mapperiey  and  Shipley*  The  northern  area,  served  by 
two  vehicles  and  nine  men  working  from  the  Crich  depot*  work  as  one  team,  and 
also  loan  out  the  necessary  workmen  to  assist  with  the  increasing  cesspool 
emptying  when  required*  This  area,  cannot  be  easily  divided  because  one  lorry  has 
to  he  of  a smaller  capacity  to  negotiate  certain  steer  and  narrow  lanes  and 
these  occur  in  the  parishes  where  the  larger  vehicle  is  also  operating  on  the 
wider,  "built-up  roads* 

The  total  labour  force  of  25  men,  under  the  control  of  a G-eneral 
Foreman,  employed  on  house  refuse  collection,  have  six  lorries  in  constant 
use,  working  item  three  depots,  Crich,  Duffield  and  Kilburn,  and  one  spars  lorry  is 
kept  licensed  for  use  in  the  event  of  break-down  or  repair  and  maintenance  on 

other  vehicles* 

Refuse  Tips. 


The  Council’s  refuse  tip  at  Darley  Abbey  is  now  situated  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  Borough  of  Derby,  but  this  Council  retained  ownership 
of  the  land  cn  the  transfer  of  the  area*  The  Duffield,  Kilburn,  Smalley  and 
Western  Parishes  lorries  deliver  refuse  to  this  tip,  and  the  Council  has  also 
agreed  to  a temporary  arrangement,  on  payment  by  the  Borough  Council,  for  the 
continuance  of  tipping  of  refuse  collected  by  the  Borough  vehicles  in  the 
transferred  area.  The  refuse  from  the  northern  areajls  tipped  at  the  Council 
owned  land  at  the  Old  G-annister  Workings,  Inns  Lane,  South  Wingfield,  and  we 
have  also  retained  tipping  rights  at  Hilts  Quarry,  Crich,  as  an  emergency 
measure,  on  land  owned  and  used  for  tipping  purposes  by  Rolls  Royce  Ltd*  A tip 
at  Sandy  Lane,  Horsley,  has  also  been  retained  on  a low  rental,  but  has  been 
used  very  1st tie  during  1368. 

The  full-time  tip  attendant  is  mainly  employed  on  the  Darley  Abbey 
tip,  but  the  demands  on  his  time  for  dealing  with  tipping  at  South  Wingfield 
are  increasing. 

Salvage  Collection. 


Tne  full-time  paper  baler  employed  at  the  Duffield  depot,  a long 
serving  workman  who  had  previously  been  partly  incapacitated  by  an  accident, 
retired  from  the  service  of  the  Council  early  in  the  year.  After  considering 
his  replacement  and  the  costing  of  the  waste  paper  collection,  the  Council 
decided  to  discontinue  the  separation  of  waste  paper. 

During  the  year-  ended  31&t  March,  1969?  12  tens  2 ewis  of  waste 
paper  was  collected  and  sold,  realising  £7S.14.Sd. 
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Pail  Closet  and  Cesspool  Emptying. 


Although  the  number  of  pail  closets  emptied  ----- 
decrease,  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  by  the  team  of  twc  men  tend 
increase.  The  additional  cesspools  anc  ettl  g anks  rhi  are  be 
installed  in  unsewered  areas  coupled  i the  fact  hat  Coo 
gives  a free  emptying  every  three  months,  occasiona  p 
on  the  service.  Both  of  the  Council’s  cesspool  emptying  vebi 
be  put  into  use,  with  some  additional  labour  from  house  refuse  colie 
teams  almost  every  week,  and  when  are-  - e quest  a received 

weeks  overtime  working  is  inevitable. 

Cost  of  Scavenging. 

The  gross  cost  of  house  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  nigntsoil  colieo 
and  cesspool  emptying  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  . - total  leu  £40 ,435 • 

An  income  of  £1,275  from  cesspool  emptying,  refuse  tipping  fees,  tra 
charges,  etc.,  gives  a nett  expenditure  of  £39*160,  the  ale  ate 

12.35  pence  in  the  pound. 

The  number  of  premises  from  which  the  Council  collects  house  refuse 
is  5,228  (including  houses,  flats,  schools,  canteens,  shops,  factories,  etc.] 
giving  an  average  cost  of  £4.4. 10d,  per  premise  for  the  year. 

The  cost  of  scavenging  per  1,000  population  was  £1,690  and  per 

1,000  premises  was  £a,243» 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  Department  continued  to  receive  requests  from  various  srga  . 
for  talks  on  health  subjects.  These  involved  meetings  outside  normal  working 
hours  as  well  as  day  time  meetings  and  considerable  benefit  must  be  deri  ed 
this  type  of  educational  activity.  This  side  of  the  Publi  Heal  • 

duties  are  becoming  more  important  and  the  emphasis  on  hygiene  genei 
instruction  in  good  hygiene  practices  in  the  food  trade  par  - .la  are 
dictated  by  modern  methods  of  bulk  buying,  processing,  storing  and  serving. 


Talks  were  again  given  to  the  senior  pup .f  leaner  Gate  Secondary 

School  and  also  to  Allestree  Woodlands  Secondary  School  just  prior  re  the  Dej 
Order  1968  taking  effect,  and  these  talks  are  new  accepted  by  both  Headmasters 
as  a useful  additional  subject  to  the  school  curricula. 

In  addition,  talks  were  given  to  three  Townswomen’s  Guilds,  twc 
Women's  Institutes,  and  twc  other  Women’ s organisations. 

The  most  important  series  of  lectures  was  to  the  pupils  attending  the 
Derby  and  District  College  of  Technology  to  qualify  for  the  Certificate  in  Pood 
Hygiene  and  Handling  of  Food"  run  by  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Heal  in  and 
Hygiene.  Two  courses  were  run,  one  in  the  spring  term  and  one  ir  the  autumn 
term,  and  both  were  quite  well  attended, 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  six  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  As  reported 
in  previous  years  one  which  was  formerly  used  in  connection  with  the  it  ties ale 
trade  had  not  been  used  since  1963®  Of  those  in  actual  use  one  deals  with  rigs 
only  and  is  also  a bacon  and  pork  products  factory,  one  kills  for  ir-  upier’ s 
own  retail  trade  and  also  for  the  wholesale  trade,  and  on  almost  every  ~ during 
the  year  an  Inspector-  had  to  visit  and  inspect  carcases  on  either  Saturday  evening 
or  Sunday.  The  other  three  slaughterhouses  deal  with  animals  for-  their-  own 
retail  trade  and  business. 


Meat  Inspection. 


Implementation  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963?  continued 
satisfactorily,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  again  100 tfo  inspection  was 
maintained  for  ail  classes  of  animals  without  calling  in  any  outside  help. 

Accounts  totalling  £520.  8.  Id.,  were  submitted  to  the  occupiers 
of  slaughterhouses  for  the  fees  chargeable  for  inspections  carried  out  during 
the  year,  which  re-coups  the  Council  in  part  for  the  time  spent  by  Public  Health 
Inspectors  on  meat  inspection.  The  table  on  pag  41  indicates  just  how  many 
visits  a year  have  to  be  made  in  order-  to  carry  out  this  dutyc 

Since  the  31st  October,  1966,  it  has  been  illegal  to  remove  any 
carcase  from  a slaughterhouse  until  it  has  been  inspected  by  the  Meat  Inspector 
and  stamped  with  his  official  mark,  and  since  1st  November,  1968,  it  has  been 
illegal  to  use  a "wiping  cloth"  on  carcases  or  offalo  This  particular  new 
legist  cion  has  closed  one  of  the  loopholes  left  in  slaughterhouse  practices 
that  1 am  sure  caused  much  cross  contamination.  The  use  of  water  pressure 
s\  •;  3 operated  from  the  mains  water  supply  ensure  that  the  finished  dressed 
c case  is  as  clean  as  possible. 

The  present  arrangements  for  times  of  slaughtering  are  operating 
satisfactorily  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  exercise  official  control 
over  hours  of  slaughtering  by  making  any  control  orders 0

The  duty  of  sampling  milk  and  other  foods  for  the  purposes  of  Section  2 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1953*  falls  upon  the  County  Council,  and  I am  indebted 
to  Mr.  J.  Markland,  B,Sc«,  F.R.I.C.,  County  Analyst,  for  the  following  report: 

"In  this  area  211  samples,  including  121  Milks,  were  taken. 

A sample  of  Channel  Island  Milk  was  deficient  in  fat. 

A formal  sample  was  taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  a sample  of  Ice 
Cream  Liquid  seriously  deficient  in  fat.  The  case  was 

dismissed. 

Canned  Fruit  and  Cream  contained  mould  and  yeast  cells. 

A caution  notice  was  issued. 

G-lace  Cherries  contained  a non-permatted  colouring  matter. 

A formal  sample  was  satisfactory."

During  the  year  no  new  premises  were  registered  for  the  manufacture 
of  meat  products  etc.,  and  1A  premises  remained  registered  under  Section  16  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955*  9 ia  connection  with  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of 
sausages  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  meats  intended  for  sale  and 
5 fishfriers. 

(c)  Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice-Cream. 

Under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  3 new  registrations 
were  made  during  the  year,  giving  total  of  2 premises  registered  for  the 
manufacture  ana  sale  of  ice-cream,  and  88  premises  registered  for  the  sale  only 
of  ice-cream. 

During  the  summer  months,  eight  samples  of  ice-cream  sold  in  the 
district  were  taken  as  a check  on  cleanliness  and  efficiency  of  manufacture.

co-operation  between  manufacturer  and  District  Inspector,  and  attempts  are 
inside  to  immediately  eliminate  any  cause  for  drop  in  quality  below  Grade  I.

Three  notifications  of  food  bought  by  householders  and  found  to 
be  unsound  were  received  during  the  year  and  in  every  case  detailed  investigations 
both  locally  at  the  shop  and  at  the  place  of  manufacture  were  carried  out.

Manufacturers  in  all  three  cases  were  anxious  to  co-operate  and 
eliminate  complaints,  but  in  two  cases  an  official  caution  -was  issued  by  the 
Council,  as  they  considered  that  there  was  an  element  of  neglect.  No  previous 
complaints  had  been  received  in  respect  of  foodstuffs  handled  by  these  firms, 
but  they  were  informed  that  the  caution  was  in  the  nature  of  a final  warning. 

( e)  Mi  lie  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959. 

Brucellosis . 

I wish  to  present  details  of  the  sampling  undertaken  by  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors  during  the  year  1968  for  the  detecting  of  Brucellosis  in  supplies 
of  raw  farm  bottled  milk  within  the  district. 

This  sampling  commenced  partially  as  a result  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  1 7/6-6  but  also  following  the  joint  meeting  at  Matlock  of  eleven 
Derbyshire  Medical  Officers.  At  this  meeting  it  was  agreed  that  the  most 
practical  app orach  to  this  problem  would  be  by  regular  sampling  on  a three 
monthly  basis  by  District  Councils. 

Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  once  the  foot  and  mouth 
epidemic  was  over  and  125  samples  were  taken.

Individual  sampling  had  to  be  resorted  to  wherever  a bulk  or  group 
sample  came  out  positive  and  altogether  6 cows  proved  positive  carriers.

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FOOD  HYG-IENS  ( GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  I960 . 


Many  routine  calls  were  made  to  every  type  of  food  premises, 
particular  emphasis  being  given  where  food  is  prepared,  cooked  and/or 
served  on  the  premises  (e.g.  Restaurants,  Cafes,  Pish  and  Chip  Shops, 

Butchers'  Shops,  School  and  Hospital  Kitchens). 

No  legal  proceedings  were  commenced  in  the  year  under 
review.  It  was,  however,  found  necessary  in  connection  with  one 
large  hotel  and  restaurant  to  report  the  facts  of  unhygienic  conditions 
to  the  Council’s  Public  Health  Committee.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  in 
the  two  months  period  given  by  the  Committee,  works  were  put  in  hand  for 
a contract  to  be  carried  out  to  completely  refurnish  and  alter  the  existing 
kitchen.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  all  the  -work  had  been  completed 
ana  the  kitchen  completely  modernised. 

Several  Informal  Notices,  were  sent  to  businesses  notifying 
them  of  contravention  of  the  regulations.  Examples  were,  poor  state  of 
decoration,  bad  hygiene  practices,  defective  or  dirty  equipment  etc.,  but 
I am  pleased  to  say  that  in  all  these  cases,  we  received  the  full  co-operation 
of  the  occupiers,  and  in  addition  much  marked  improvement  was  carried  out. 

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928 . 

Extra  storage  tanks  were  installed  at  three  existing  premises 
increasing  their  capacities  by  500,  1,000  and  11,000  gallons  respectively. 

All  tanks  30  years  old  this  year  were  re-tested.  In  all 
we  had  four  failures  and  these  tanks  were  condemned  and  made  safe  by  infilling 
with  cement  slurry. 

Altogether  there  are  now  64  premises  licensed  to  storeunderground 
a total  capacity  of  190,250  gallons,  plus  1,410  gallons  at  six  separate 
"can  stores",  and  all  premises  are  subject  to  an  inspection  before  the 
renewal  of  a licence  to  check  that  the  conditions  of  the  licence  are  being 
complied  with. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  AND  CAMPING  SITES. 

During  1968,  four  new  caravan  site  licences  were  issued,  involving 
4 caravans,  and  five  sites  which  had  previously  been  licensed  for  six 
caravans  were  removed  from  the  register  on  the  expiration  of  a limited 
permission. 

In  addition  two  licences  were  transferred  to  new  owners  relating 
to  116  and  7 caravans  respectively.  One  .licence  was  amended  to  give 
30  additional  caravans  for  seasonal  use,  making  a total  of  60  caravans.

One  valuable  result  of  making  an  Annual  Report  on  any  subject  is  that 
usually  you  can  compare  the  statistics  for  the  previous  year  and  then  make 
such  comments  as  "we  ace  showing  signs  of  progress  in  such  .and  such  a field"  or 
"progress  has  slowed  down  this  year" . 

Unfortunately  this  will  not  be  possible  this  year  as  because  of  the 
Derby  Order , 1968 ? we  lost  on  the  1st  April,  1968,  nearly  15,000  population 
and  an  area  of  1,801  acres  to  the  County  Borough  of  Derby,  all  our  figures 
will  naturally  reflect  this  reduction. 

One  point  still  not  readily  understood  by  the  occupiers  of  new  properties 
and  where  hanges  of  ownership  have  taken  place  is  that  Registration  is  necessary 
on  Form  03R.1.

Over  half  of  the  registered  premises  received  a "general  inspection"  in 
including  all  of  the  new  registrations . This  policy  of  seeing  the  new 
. c ps  almost  in  the  same  week  of  opening  can  save  a lot  of  expense  for  the 
vers  in  that  builders  are  very  often  still  on  the  site  and  can  remedy  many 
small  defects  cf  construction  which  come  to  our  notice.  The  policy  in  this 
authority  is  that  when  the  Building  Inspectors  Section  received  the  final 
completion  card,  under  the  Building  Regulations,  196.5,  for  any  new  shop  or 
office,  they  automat! rally  inform  the  Public  Health  Inspectors* Department 
so  that  we  can  visit  at  an  early  date. 

Accidents 

He  accidents  were  reported  this  year  whatsoever,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  is  a true  and  factual  record.  In  ease  some  of  the  occupiers  are  still 
not  aware  of  the  provisions  of  Section  4 8,  although  during  the  first  initial 
inspection  we  hand  out  a duplicated  sheet  giving  all  this  information,  we  intend 
in  1969  to  run  a small  accident  prevention  scheme  by  writing  to  all  premises 
forwarding  certain  literature  and  with  the  help  of  the  local  press  we  can  only- 
hope  this  will  prove  successful. 

It  is  only  by  the  official  investigation  of  all  accidents  that  steps 
can  be  taken  either  locally  or  nationally  to  help  prevent  them  recurring. 

Co-operation  between  Lo.al  Authorities  and  the  Department  of*  Employment  and 
Productivity. 

The  information  contained  in  the  various  advisory  leaflets  is  appreciated 
by  the  members  appointed  by  this  authority  for  enforcement  of  the  Act. 


A point  a member  of  my  staff  mads  at  a central  meeting  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  Association  when  we  were  addressed  by  the  Superintending 
Inspector  of  Factories,  was  "could  a scheme  be  organised  whereby  when  a person 
claims  sickness  benefit  for  an  accident  caused  at  work,  however  trivial,  that 
a printed  memo  is  sens  from  the  particular  Social  Security  Offices  tc  the  Local 
Authority  concerned.  I am  sure  that  Local  Authorities  would  then  follow  these 
up  and  ensure  the  CSR  2 (notification  of  accidents)  is  completed  and  a full 
investigation  if  considered  necessary  he  carried  out." 

A consented  drive  for  a period  of  2-3  years  would  to  my  mind  be  well 
worth  the  cost  of  the  administration  involved.

7irA'TER  SUPPLIES . 

A number  of  water  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  mainly  because  the  provisions  of  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome 
water  is  pre-requisite  to  the  approval  of  improvement  grants,  A series  of  samples 
from  each  premises  are  usually  taken,  and  during  1968,  thirteen  samples  were 
submitted  to  the  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  involving  four  dwelling 
houses  o 

When  supplies  are  reported  to  be  unsuitable,  attempts  are  made  to  obtain 
an  alternative  supply,  or  chlorination  of  the  existing  supply  is  suggested  along 
with  advice  as  to  means  of  eliminating  the  source  of  pollution,  and  as  a last 
resort,  all  users  are  advised  to  boil  the  water  before  using  it  for  drinking 
purposes . 


The  one  remaining  sample  taken  during  the  year  was  from  a private  house 
where  the  occupier  suspected  that  the  water  was  causing  sickness  in  his  family. 
This  sample  y/as  found  to  be  satisfactory.

The  following  observations  as  to  water  supplies  have  been  received 
from  Mr0  I.G-.  Edwards,  the  Engineer  and  G-eneral  Manager  of  the  South  Derbyshire 
Water  Board,, 


(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity 
and  generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  water. 

A total  of  80  bacteriological,  10  chemical  and  78  partial 
chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both  at  the 
works  and  from  various  points  in  the  Rural  District.  Of  the 
SO  bao berielcgioal  samples,  4 indicated  the  presence  cf 
conforms.  Further  check  samples  indicated  ooliform-free 
waters  -> 

The  supply  to  the  parishes  of  Mackworth.  and  Quarndon  is 
derived  from  infiltration  tunnels  and  the  River  Derwent  at 
Little  Eaten , get  e ndth  a treated  . er  . . ; . . • 

from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board.  The  local  water  is 
filtered  and  sterilised  at  Little  Eaton  Works. 

The  remainder  of  the  Belper  Rural  District  is  supplied  mainly 
with  water  received  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Waver  Beard. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  mixture  of  Little  Eaton  and 
Derwent  Valley  Water  averages  0.31  ppm  and  of  Derwent  Valley 
Water  0.13  ppm. 

(c)  None  of  the  water  as  supplied  to  the  consumer  in  this  area  is 
liable  to  plumb o-s elver. t action. 

(d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply. 

(a)  The  number  of  dwelling  houses,  houses  and  shops,  -and  the 

estimated  population  is  shown  on  the  attached  list.  I have 
no  record  as  to  the  number  -of  supplies  by  means  of  standpipes.

The  following  sewerage  schemes  were  completed  daring  1963: 

(1) 

Kirk  Langley  - to  serve  89  properties  - £28,552. 

(2) 

Surface  Water  Sewerage  Scheme  to  prevent  flooding  of  properties  in 
Cumberhills  Road,  Wirksworth  Road,  Broadway  and  New  Zealand  Lane 
areas  of  Duf field.  - £44,500. 

(3) 

Relaying  of  350  lineal  yards  of  9"  diameter  sewer  at  Denby  Village 
to  relieve  flooding  of  residential  development  in  the  Oaklands  Close 
area  - £1,758. 

(0 

Relaying  of  6"  diameter  sewers  at  Pit  Lane,  Smalley,  where  damaged  by 
mining  subsidence  - £1,092. 

(5) 

The  laying  of  a pumping  main  from  Burley  Hill  Pumping  St at. - . to  the 

Duf field  Sewage  Disposal  Works  - £2,200. 

(6) 

Relaying  of  foul  sewers  at  Crich  Market  Place  to  relieve  flooding  of 
certain  properties  - £2,030.

The  following  schemes  were  in  progress  or  in  course  of  preparation 
during  1968: 

(1) 

Hazelwood andWindley  Sewerage  - The  original  scheme,  which  was  due 
for  completion  during  1968,  was  extended  to  provide  first  time  drainage 
facilities  to  a further  13  properties  at  Flower  Lilies,  Wind ley,  and 
approval  has  since  been  given  to  extend  the  sewer  along  Gunhills  Lane 
to  provide  facilities  to  a further  3 properties. 

(2) 

The  scheme  to  extend  the  Duffiela  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  appro  ed 
by  the  Ministry  during  theiatter  part  of  1963  and  work  will  commence 
early  in  1969. 

(3) 

The  Pentrich  Sewerage  Scheme  is  still  awaiting  Ministry  approval. 

(4) 

Agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  Derby  County  Borough  Council  with 
regard  to  the  treatment  of  flows  from  Quarndon  Works  at  the  Borough 

Wo rks  and  the  scheme  is  being  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

(3) 

Within  the  Eastern  Parishes,  development  has  now  been  restricted  due 
to  the  inadequate  sewage  disposal  facilities  and  the  scheme  for  the 
construction  of  a central  works  at  the  Kilburn  site  together  with  the 
scheme  for  laying  of  sewers  to  convey  the  flows  from  the  present  works 
to  the  new  site  have  both  reached  an  advanced  state  of  preparation  for 
submission  to  the  Ministry  early  in  19 69 . 

(6) 

Preparation  of  the  scheme  for  the  new  Central  Works  at  South  Wingfield 
is  proceeding  but  difficulties  have  been  reached  in  the  negotiation 
for  the  purchase  of  the  works  site. 

(7) 

Fritchleyand Whatstandwell  Disposal  Works  are  seriously  overloaded  and 
schemes  are  being  prepared  for  the  extension  of  these  works. 

(8) 

A scheme  is  in  hand  to  abandon  the  Mapperley  Disposal  W c 5 and  drain  J 
flows  to  a neighbouring  Authority  for  treatment. 

(9) 

Flooding  has  occurred  in  several  properties  at  Lower  Kilcurr,  due  to  the 
culvert  under  the  A.6l  being  of  inadequate  capacity  and,  in  u function 
with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  fcr  xhe  relaying 
of  the  culvert  and  the  improvement  of  the  existing  watercourse. 

(c)  The  sewerage  facilities  in  the  western  and  southern  part  of  the  Rural 

Di  strict  are  now  adequa.te  apart  from  the  Quarndon  area  where  the  new 
scheme  is  urgently  required. 

In  the  easier  parishes  the  state  of  the  existing  works  are  causing 
serious  concern  and  development  is  now  being  restricted  due  to  the  lack 
:f  adequate  sewage  treatment  facilities;  urgent  commencement  of  this 
scheme  as,  therefore,  required.  Mapperley  Works  is  also  in  a very 
peer  cord!  tion  and  similarly  the  new  scheme  is  urgently  required. 


In  xhe  north  of  the  area  the  existing  works  at  South  Wingfield,  Pritchley 
end  What  stand  well  are  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition  and  development  is 
being  restricted  due  to  this  fact.  The  schemes  which  are  at  the 
present  time  in  hand,  are  urgently  needed.
